It was 
some work-to furnish the money and 
the little’ pigs*for such an undertak- 
ing, and this was. only one project 
of a single department, of the division 
of extension. A_ million ollars’ 
worth of pigs—better than a million 
dollars’ worth of pure-bred pigs pro- 
duced, sold and kept, for the most 
part, within the community where 
they were raised; best of all, a mul- 
tiplied million dollar investment of a 
study, thought, ambition, interest in 
farming, sucess and worthwhile work 
of boys and girls—surely that was 
some investment. x

To ensure food 
health all poultrykeepers should give 
a daily Supply of succulent vegeta- 
bles, such as greens, clover chaff, and 
swedes and other fleshy roots. 

If diseased birds can be isolated 
and kept in a warm place there is 
no more effective remedy than ffow- 
ers ‘of ‘sulphur (obtainable at ‘any 
druggists) mixed in a hot morning 
food, while Epsom salts-are very use- 
ful, and. may he given’ twice a week, 
dissolved in boiling Water, and pour- 
ed over the soft food, the birds being 
well sheltered. For outward treat- 
ment. sulphur ointment, | well rubbed 
in, is probably the best treatment.

Manitoba to: Receive Federal Grant 
of..$80,000 for Good 

_ Roads 
The Manitoba provincial treasury 
will ‘this year be partly relieved of 
the burden “of providing good roads 
in Manitoba, according to Hoh.” Geo. 
A. Grierson, minister of public works. 
Federal legislation whith becomes ef- 
fective provides that the federal gow- 
ernment shall give the province a flat 
grant™of $80,000-for construction of 
roads, and bear the burden of 40 per- 
cent. of roads constructed. It is stat- 
ed, however, that the flat grant is in- 
cluded, in the percentage quoted. An 


official request for this assistance will | 


be made by the provincial govern- 
ment in the immediate future. 

Under the present provincial legis- 
lation the government bears 50 per- 
cent of the cost of construction in 
market roads and sixty-six and two- 
thirds percent of the cost of con- 
struction on provincial highways. In 
both cases, however, it is required 
that the roads be gtavelled. One of 
the stipulations on which federal gov- 
ernment pays 40 percent of the cost 
is that Ae particular road construc- 
tion work on wliich this has been 
paid must beysubmitted for approval 
to the federa] board set up under the 
act.

To Send Many New ede 


Boldier Settlement.. Board Agents 
Meet With Good Success 
In Campaign . 


Messts W._F. Scott and Russell 
Wilson, who have been in the British 
Isles, acting as a selection coftinmit- 
tee of the Soldier Settlement Board 
of Canada, have returned to Ottdwa. 
They held 83 Sessions in niany parts 
of Great Britain and Ireland, and a 
large numbers of men who wish to 
settle on farms in Canada appeared 
before them. Thé number of indivi- 
duals that Cariada will get as immi- 
grants through their efforts, is 629, 
and many of them are already in pre- 
liminary training on farms in Canada, 
The work has been suspended for this 
year, Half of those selected have had 
experience in farming, and all will be 
required to spend the "prescribed time 
on Canadian farms before being set- 
ted on their own account. The ag- 
gregate capital represented by this 
advance party is approximately a mil- 
Tion dollars. *

However the latest census returns 
show that New York city had in 
January last a population of 5,621,151, 
an increase of nearly 18 percent over 
the figure for 1910, but the American 
metropolis is still below London’s 
population. ; 

According to the latest census re- 
turns, London, England, had a pop- 
ulation in 191Z of: 6,273,753 or about 
600,000 more than New York; other 
large cities are Paris, with 2,588,999; 
Chicago, 2,721,000; Tokio, 2,332,000; 
Berlin, 2,071,000; Vienna, 2,031,000; 
Petrograd, 1,908000; Philadelphia, 
1,735,000; Moscow, 1,481,000; Con- 
stantinople, 1,300,000; Calcutta, 1,222,- 
000; Rio de Janeiro, 1,130,000; Buen- 
os Ayres, 1,026,000; and Peking, 1,000, 
000. 

One wonders how much_ happier 
the citizens of these large cities are 
than they would be if they lived in 
cities with but one-third of the pop- 
ulation. We have been too prone to 
worship the god of bigness; forget- 
ting that “In small measures life 
may perfect be.”
